The meticulous application of wrestling’s chiefly imaginary rules, 


often a source of awe and wonder, saved the title claim bacon last 


night for Ray Steele, who ended his evening’s work flat on his back 


outside the Auditorium ring.

He hit the wooden steps 
next to te corner of the ring and 
lay there gasping, apparently un- 
able even to attempt to get up. 

Spandle began the count, which 
if it had reached 20 would have 
given Nagurski the victory. But 
when the referee reached 18, he 
stopped, peered down at Steele and 
pronounced the disqualification of 
Nagurski., 

The Nag put up a holler, natural- 


ly, but Spandle was as adamant as 
only a referee can be adamant. It 
was announced to the crowd that 
Nagurski was disqualified because 
he had attacked Steele while Ray 
was outside the ropes. 

Later Spandle explained that he 
had begun his count because he 
didn’t want to stop the “title” 
match for such a technical in- 
fringement of the rules. But when 
he saw Steele would be unable to 
return for further action, he 
couldn’t award the victory to Na- 
gurski on an illegal maneuver. 

Ray Hurt, Recovers. 

Plato couldn’t have been more 
meticulous but the timekeeper 
could and would. The time of this 
affair, he announced, was 39 min- 
utes and 13 and ONE-HALF sec- 
onds and you may be sure it was 
nothing but the best central stand- 
ard time available. 

The athlete commission doctor 
reported Steele suffered a dislocat- 
ed vertebra but it snapped back 
into place with little trouble. 

There was another more spec- 
tacular injury during the show.

Ernie finished the 
half-hour draw, however, with 
blood trickling down his back.
